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JUNE I. 1888 


IN 1872 the Democratic party in 
National conve.tion assembled 
adopted the following in relation to 

‘the tariff: “Recognizing that there 
are in our midst bonest but irrecon- 
eilable differences of opinion with 
regard to the respective systema of 
protection and free trad», we remit 
the discussion of the eubject to the 
people in their Cangressional die- 
tricts, and to the decision of the 
Congress thereon, wholly free from 
executive interference or dicta- 
tion.“ “Free fromexecutive inter- 
ference’’ is good when we recall the 
fact that Horace Greeley was the 
Democratic nomince of that con- 
vention, und only a short time 
before had said if he had the vower, 
he would “put a tariff on pig iron of 
one hundred dollars per ton.“ 

The question was “remitted to 
the people for discussion in their 
several Congressional districts,” 
and ip case they succeeded in e!ect- 
ing their candidate, the admicistra- 
tion so far as the tariff was con- 
cerned would withhold “executive 
interference or dictation.’’ In 1872, 
the Democratic party regarded ex- 
ecutive interference with questions 
upon which people honestly differed 
of sufficient importance to make it 
a National issue. Then Democratic 
leaders controlled and shaped the 
policy of the party. 

The present owner of the Demo- 
cratic party was then in the lowest 
primary grade of the school of atate- 
manship. He was serving the peo- 
ple of Erie couuty, New York, in 
the capacity of Sheriff, and bud 
made a record of havioz hung two 
men expeditiously and successfully. 
He was at that timeso deeply en 
grossed with his studies in state- 
manship as to be unable to digest 
thoroughly this chunk of wisdom 
that fell from the Democratic table 
of 1872. Now, by accident, he is 
President. 

In his last message to Congress 
he refers to no other question but 
the tariff, and at once inaugurates 
a policy of “interference and dicta- 
tion’’ that is dictatorial ia the ex- 
treme. Meeting at Red Tap“ in 
Washington, making removais and 
appointments to strengthen the free 
trade wing of his party, appointing 
Lamar to the supreme court in 
obedience to the commands of the 
free traders of the South, and veto- 
ing appropriations for necessary 
public buildings because they were 
introduced by meu who bonestly 
differed with bim on the question 
of tariff, be is to-day the absolute 
dictator of the Democratic party. 
He is the Democratic party; his fol- 
lowers are only permitted to sneeze 
when he takes free trade snuff, and 
every fellow of any consequenu e 
who fails to ‘‘ker-chew”’ is iusmedi- 
ately informed “there is an Allen- 
town for every Sowden.” Presi- 
dent Cleveland certainly thinks the

sone of whom would not, Lam sure, 
consented to assume that er if I 
nad desired to represent the party in 
the Presidential contest of 1883. 

If Ishould now, by speech or by 
Ssiience, by commission or omission, 
permit my name iu any event to come 
befurethe cou vention, I shuuld incur 
the reproach wf being uovaadii with 
those who have always baen candid 
withg me. I speak, therefore, b« cause 
[am uot willing to remain ina doubi- 
fulattitude. I am not willing to be 
the causes of misieading a single man 
among the millions who have given 
m+ther suffragesend their confi ie:ce. 
[am not wiiling that one of mv faitb-
